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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 

1. Claims 5-17. 27 and 29-31 are pending. Claims 1-4, 18-26 and 28 have been 
cancelled. 

Withdrawal of Allowance 

2. The allowance of claims 13, 14, and 17 is withdrawn in order to apply the new 
grounds of objection/rejection below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-12, 16 and 29-31 remain allowed for the reason(s) given in section 6 of 
the 01 July 2003 office action. 

Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is does not accurately 
summarize the invention. 

As now worded, claim 1 1— the only base claim— calls for the use of organic filler 
in the inner layer and inorganic filler in the outer layer of the claimed cable assembly. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Objection to Duplicate Claim 

5. Claim 17 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
allowed claim 1 1 . When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close 
in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it 
is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate 
of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 
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Claim 17 states that there is a layer of polytetrafluoroethylene between the inner 
and outer walls of the cable assembly. So does claim 1 1 (in its last three lines). 
Please correct the claim(s). 

Claim Objections 

6. Claim 27 is objected to because of the following informalities: the term 
"1 Iwherein" (line 2) appears to be a typographical error. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
clainning the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 13, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Please correct the claims. 

In claim 13, there is no antecedent basis for the glass, iron, oxide and sulfide 
fillers recited. These are not "organic" fillers because they don't contain carbon. 

Also, claim 13 is rejected as indefinite because the scope of "organic fillers" does 
not include the glass, iron, oxide and sulfide fillers recited. 

In claim 14, to what does "polyether ether ketones" refer? Also, how do 
"polyether ether ketones" (lines 3 and 4 of claim 14) differ from "polyether ketones" (line 
3 of claim 14). 

In line 4 of claim 14, how do "polysulfones" and "polyphenylene sulfones" differ? 
Claim 15 is dependent upon claim 38, which is not a pending claim.
